While wo have been comm iserating oar 
neighbors in Philadelphia upon their w’ater 
famine it appears that wo are now threatened 
to bo placed la the same predicam ent our­ 
selves. 
Croton is getting scarce. In (ac t; but 
with BO co m p e te n t a Board aa wo havo there 
is not much likelihood that such a 
tuno 
as befell Philadelphia will come upon us, if the 
public only hoed the notice of the Croton 
Aqueduct Commissioners and avoid wasteful­ 
ness. 
Tho Board have served a request upon 
tho Police Commissioners to issue an order to 
prevent the use of w ater in certain cases. 
This is a very wise precaution, because it 
appears that, notwithstanding the late rains, 
the reservoirs are getting low. 
There is no 
doubt that our citizens havo been very extra­ 
vagant in tho use of water. 
They have relied 
with too much faith upon the Inexhaustible 
supply of tho Croton river, and thus were 
reckless in the waste of water. 
Tho useless 
consumption on tho docks and piers is particu­ 
larly remarkable. 
Ship captains do not hesi­ 
tate to use Croton water to wash tho decks, 
while it is notorious that all the steamboats 
leaving our docks constantly fill their boilers 
from tho samo source. Instead of pumping it 
from the rivers. 
This is certainly an unjusti 
fiable waslc of the fluid which the people stand 
80 much in need of for all domestic purposes. 
The Commissioners should strictly prohibit 
tlieso practices when there Is any appearance 
of a scarcity, but at tho same time, in including 
among tho uses to which the Croton water 
must not bo applied we find “ sprinkling tho 
streets,” wc think that they make a m istake.

It has perm eated stores to tho 
ruin of goods, and has forced its way into 
dwelling houses to the defilement of furniture 
It is an c.xcellont thing to keep down the dust 
and wa.sh the streets clean, but it is quito 
another affair to squander our precious stock 
of water in washing carriages and ships and 
fllilng steam boat boilers. 
People must oxer- 
ciso some discretion for a llttlo while in the 
use of Croton water, and thus assist tho Board 
in removing tho danger of a faminii.

Tlic latest advices from Paraguay, l).r way of 
Lisbon and London, inform us of tlui victorious 
acliieveniciits of the allied army operating 
against Prosidont IjOpez. 
Provloua despatches 
through tho aame source spoke of tho annihila­ 
tion of the Paraguayan army at Ascnrra, und 
from those reports we were led to believe that 
Lopez and his followers wore complotoly used 
up. 
Recent developiuoats, however, 
prove 
otherwise. 
The latest nows announces that 
tho allied army, corainandeJ by Count d’Eu, 
attacked tho forces of Lopez in their inlrciich- 
ments surrounding the town of Cnrugiiaty and 
oulirelyM cfeatcd them. 
The loss of the Para­ 
guayans is sot down at one thousand killed 
and three hundred prisoners. 
Lopez, with the 
rem ainder of his army, is said to have fled to 
Ignncion, closely pursued by the victorious 
army. 
The provisional governm ent at Asun- 
i has also declared Lopez an outlaw. 
Reports received here in relation to the pro­ 
gress of tho war in Paraguay smack very 
much liko tho news from Cuba about tho 
conduct of tho w ar there. 
The victory is 
always for tho Spaniards, no m atter who 
w ins; thousands of Cubans are killed; loss 
on the Spanish side trifling. 
So In P a ra g u a y . 
Lopez’s arm y has been beaten. 
auui- 
hilatcd, dispersed and disbanded so many 
times tlmt it is almost impossible to keep 
track of him or his followers. 
The news 
published in 
another column is in many 
respects similar to previous Information from 
that part of tho world, and w hether it is false 
or true remains to be seen.

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue, Mr, 
Delano, has made a flattering exhibit of tho 
revenue and national finances in a speech ho 
delivered at Harrisburg. 
Although figures on 
a large scale can l>o made often to represent 
whatever those who work them im w ant—and 
this is a common practice of p o litician s- 
there can bo no doubt that Mr. Delano’s state­ 
ment is a fair one. 
The facts are no less 
astonishing than gratifying. 
Ho shows that 
within little less than four years tho govern­ 
ment has paid off eight Imuiircd millions of 
floating debt. 
Wo suppose, however, that a 
largo portion of this was paid by the proceeds 
of loans previously authorized. 
But, besides 
this, about three hundred millions of the 
recorded debt has been paid. 
That is, accord 
ing to Mr. Delano, the audited debt has been 
reduced from twenty-seven hundred millions 
as It stood in the spring of 18G5, to twenty 
four hundred millions. 
As a test of tho 
efficient collection of the revenue and manage 
mont of the financos by General G rant’s 
administration, be shows that the total receipts 
from tho interiial revcnuo, for tho first quarter 
of the presont fiscal year, amount to more 
than ten millions over the receipts of the same 
period last year. 
This he attributes to a 
belter administration of the laws under Gene­ 
ral G rant’s government. 
He thinks the inter­ 
nal revenue will yield the ourront flsoal year a 
liundrod and seveuty-livo millions or more 
without increasing the taxes, and that at the 
rate tho income of tho government is swelling 
over tho expenditures a hundred millions a 
year of tho debt can be liquidated. 
With such 
an exhibit and such a prospect the Gommis 
sioncr argues that the national debt will be 
paid, and tliat after all it is not a very for 
midablo burden lo this rich and prosperous 
c o u n t r y . _____________________

T lie Kiial'nU C'oltou D iillculty. 


The British press continues to bo much ex ­ 
ercised about tho cotton supply and the com­ 
parative decline of its cotton manufactures, 
'riio war in this country played havoc witli the 
manufticturers and cotton interesU of Eng­ 
land, and for some tlmo the press attributed 
all the ovll suiferod lo llio supply being cut off. 
To rem edy this cotton cultivation was sliinu- 
lated at great cost in India, Egypt and else­ 
where. 
Still a sufficient rem edy was not 
found. 
Now the British begin to discover that 
there aro other causes for tho declino of their 
manufactures. 
One jonrnal says, “ it is use­ 
less to cry for more and cheaper cotton, the 
evil arising only from tlie loss of the mo­ 
nopoly.” In other words, tho m anufacturers of 
America, France and other countries are com­ 
petitors with those of England, both for the 
raw m aterial to work up and for the trade in 
m anufactured articles. 
“ Com petitors,” it is 
admitted by this British organ, “ diminish our 
share of the m anufacture.” 
A fter oil, then, 
England is opening her eyes to the fixcl that 
the monopoly oi cotton maniitaoturca I» im»o- 
ing from her, and that there are other causes 
at work besides the short supply o f the raw 
material for her lam entations. 
It will not bo 
long before this'counlry will become a formid­ 
able rival of England in manufacturing. 
Wo 
have the cotton on tho spot, and in the South 
whore It is grown—yes, by the side of tho 
p lan tatio n s-th ere is an abundanco of w ater 
power, cheap food for tho w ork people, 
a 
g en b l climate, and other advantages which can­ 
not be found elsewhere. Cotton roannfacturing 
has been tried Buecossfully in tho South, and 
with more labor there it can be developed to 
aa almost unlimited extent. 
This country has 
boon the beat customer for English cotton 
m anufacturers; but the time is coming when 
we shall not only bo independent of Eng­ 
land but shall be a great rival in foreign m ar­ 
kets as well. 
Tho best advice wc can give tho 
British is to transfer their capital to the United 
States and to send ail their surplus population 
with it, for there Is room enough for both their 
onlerpriso and people, and this Is destined to 
be the greatest mamifactnring as well as agri­ 
cultural country in the world.

not be sustained on that ground. The reasoning o 
the Court, h&wever, clearly shows that if the tax im 
posed by that law was necessary to aid the execution 
Of the sanitary laws of the State it would have been 
upheld. Con'gress has not been behind the Supreme 
Court m recognizing this right. 
AS early as 17C9 it 
passed aa act declaring that the quarantine laws of 
the several States should be duly observed By the 
collectors and all otner officers of the revenue of the 
United Slates, and that they should aid m their exe 
cution. Thus it will be &een that the quarantine 
authorities here have no; only an intimation of the 
supreme Court of the United States that the laws 
under which they are acting are valid, but they 
have the direct sanction of Congress for their exe 
cuiioa. 


Jn facs of this authority it is, perhaps, unneces 
sary for ine to sugirest that the oaynient Of the 
Health Officer's fees under protest will be pf very 
little avail.

this case Judge Nelson rendered the following 
opinion:— 
• , 


^Tliis is a petition for the revision of a decision bj 
the District Judge in Bankrnpiey. The petition in 
bankruptcy was filed on the 5th of October, 1863. bv 
Vogel, and on the 7th he was delared a bankrupt. 
On the 6th lie surrendered to the Register, to whom 
the ease was referred, a stock oi goods in store a 
No. 39 Murray street, New Yof's. 
Assignees TVer 
afterward duly appointed. Certain creditors of the 
banjfriyt wn.p had sold to mm a part of nis stock 
in trade, up'on the ground tiiftt ne had made a 
fraudulent purchase of the same, replevlned the 
goods in a State court on the 6th of October and 
also on tfie lOtn. The assignees claimed tbat the 
title of the goods had vested in them, and petitioned 
the Judge for a delivery of them into tneir hands 
The Judge made an order accordingly. It is from 
tins order tnat tbe appeal nas been taken. The ques 
tion involved has been several times before us, not 
perhaps in the precise shape in which it is now pre- 
sented, but presenting substantially the same prici- 
ciple, and that is, whether or not all property of the 
bankrupt, in lus actual jfossession at the time of 
filing the petition in bankruptcy, does not pass into 
the hands of the assignees tlie instant they are ap 
pointed ? We have regarded the severai provisions 
of the act of Congress specially referred to in the 
opinion of the Judge as decisive in favor 
of 
the 
affirmative 
of 
tnls 
question. 
The 
thirty-eighth section provides that the filing o 
the petition shall be deemed and taken to be the 
commencement or proceedings in bankruptcy under 
the act: and tae fourteenth section that the assign 
ment of the estate of the bankrupt made to tlie 
assignee siia',1 relate back to tae commencement o. 
the proceedings in bankruptcy; and that, thereupon 
by operation of law, the title to all such property 
and estate, real and personal, shall vest in tue 
assigoee. Nothing can be-mora specuic and deci- 
sive on the question, and there are no other parts o 
the ace, when rightly understood, varying the lega 
eaect ol these sections. The proper remedy for tha 
creditors, nnder the circumstances, was to apply to 
the District Court for relief, or to await the appoint- 
ment ol the assignees, and institute a proper action 
against them in the District o_r Circuit Court. The 
petition for review dismissed.

The 
company set up tbat the plaintill'ls a citizen of New 
Vorlc, while they are a foreign corporation, and that 
thev have a dcieuce to tho claioi sought to be re- 
covered against iHem under the laws of the United 
stales. Tne incts oi' the case are ax follows:— It ap- 
of a treaty with tlieKickapoo"Tnd!ans,~puftmant' tc 
a resolution of the Hoard of Directors of the com- 
pany. This treaty embraced the purchase of lauds 
[rom the Indiana to enable tiie company to run their 
road, and the plamlil? obtained 150,000 acres for that 
purpose. Uesiaes this it is claimed that he procured 
a grant from the tTiiited States government of 500,000 
acres more, valued at £5,637,911, aud effected the 
passage of an act authorizing the issue of bonds for 
81, too.ooo, to aid in the construction of the road. 
J'lils action of the plaintiff was subsequently ap- 
proved by the Board of Directors of the company, 
and he now claims $500,000 as tho value of his ser- 
yicos. 
Mr. Fallerton opposed the motion. Ho said the 
answer of the defendant, on which the motion was 
made and resisted, made no allusion to the defence 
founded upon the treaties or laws of the United 
Mates. It was not claimed or pretended, In any of 
the papers before the Court, that tho defendant is a 
corporation organized by or under a law of the 
United Stales.

SIR— The question of electing Senators in the Con- 
gress of the United States by the Legislature which 
will assemble in this city on the 5th proximo la one 
of great present interest in the State, and many 
applications have been made for a decision upon 
that Dotut. The subject anpears to be so free from 
difficulty that I have not hesitated to express 
the opinion onotllcially that the election of 
Senators was authorized and necessary to complete 
the reconstruction, and was prescribed bv the law 
ot July 2t>, 1805, but that it was not proper for roe 
to make a decision upon a question that addressed 
itself so directly to tue discretion of the Legislature 
alter It was organized. There are many, however, 
who are or the opinion that this action is ia some 
way restrained by the opinion of the Attorney Gene- 
ral of August 2s, 1859; and I have the honor to 
request that the question whether tne Legislature 
of this State is authorized to elect Senators.of the 
United States at the session which commences on 
the 5th- of next month may be submitted to the 
Attorney General for his oiiulon.

A delegation of steel manufacturera and merchants 


arrived here to-day. They are principally from rltts- 
burg, Philadelphia and New York. Among the mem- 
bers of tho delegation are Robert G. Busline!!, of 
New York; Charles E. Gregory and Henry J. Hopper, 
of Jersey City, and Benjamin Athol, of Newark, N.

As two vast armies, after a series ol successive de- 


moralizing engagements naturally suspend hostile 
demonstrations to attend to the killed end wounded 
and reorganize their shattered battalions, so the 
contending forces which for tho last ten days have 
made a pandemonium of Wall street were yesterday 
engaged in almost unavailine efforts to retrieve 
their ruined fortunes and bring order out of chaos. 
Whatever prospect there may have been early in the 
day for accomplishing these desirable objects, the 
offensive operations or some of the belligerents 
almost if not entirely destroyed them before the day 
was half spent, and" many a man who entered the 
Gold Room yesterday morning with hopes of 
escape from the perils which threatened him, re- 
turned home last night if possible more disheart- 
ened than before. 


The comparative calm which settled upon affairs 


Tuesday night was but the lull that precedes the 
final overwhelming 
burst 
of 
the 
tempest. 


Men of an classes in this brief season of hope, as 
they felt tlie danger receding, reflected npon the 
catastrophe which was about to engulph them, 
anil shndderingly looted back to the calamities of 
1857, when the panic in Wall street extended to the 
whole commerce of the country and Involved every 
branch of business ia disaster. This panic was 
In many respects similar to that of 1857, and 
it was well Known that, with the exception 
or a few great houses, there is no merchant 
or trader to whom his neighbors and creditors can 
look as being exempt from the gigantic forces at 
work in Wall street. Merchants had loaned unem- 
ployed funds to Wall street speculators, and banks 
had not only done the same thing, but had them- 
selves engaged in the mad struegle. Ko one has 
put the slightest confidence in his neighbor in Wall 
street since the first blast of tlie storm last week, 
and the exhausted operators seized upon every 
transient prop of security as drowning men catch 
at straws. A rcw so.uiemcnfcs haa. already boon pri- 
vately made among broKers who were anxious to 
keep out of tho vortex; but the great mass of out- 
standing accounts were dependent upon the result 
of the Clearance committee's investigations, which 
would show precisely where every man stood. All 
ol Tuesday night dealers were consulting and com- 
paring notes respecting the probabilities of es- 
cape from the 
threatening perils, and when 


wall street filled up again yesterday morning 
appearances indicated that the hearty co-operative 
efforts being made by nearly all parties would 
avert the impending catastrophe and enable every 
one to arrange a satisfactory settlement. It was 
felt that a few firms would probably go under, but 
as the majority of dealers seemed disposed to sub- 
mit to sacrifices for the purpose of effecting an 
adjustment it was believed that the report of the 
committee of twenty appointed to make the clear- 
ances would afford a solid basis upon which all the 
differences might be disposed ol and the regular 
business-of the board resumed. 


THE STKEET 


was crowded, at an early hour, but the excited 
demonstrations which had characterized the place 
for many days previous had given, away to a remark- 
able degree of quiet. The centre of Broad street 
was occupied only oy carriages, the sidewalks and 
steps of tue buildings affording ample room for the 
assemblage, which extended far down tha street.

THS GOLD BOOJI 


opened;; at ten o'clock to enable the members to 
hear tho report of the committee of twenty engaged 
In clearing up Friday's transactions.

they (tho committee) would do the clerical work and 
find a safe depository for the gold, and not a dollar 
of it. should be paid 
ont until all called for 


by the deposit slisets was deposited. He requested 
the gentlemen to put their shoulders to the wheel 
and help the committee along. If the latter failed 
it would t>e lor lack or support, but they were deter- 
mined not to fail. Sir. Edwards, one of the com- 
mittee, confirmed the statement of Mr. Cambloss, 
and said thas lis thing must go through, that even 
Mr. Colgate, who yesterday was stubborn la his 
refusal to scad in any statement bad relented, and 
his statement had b^en received by the committee. 


Mr. IIODUSKIN sai-1 tliat many tickets having been 


destroyed Tuesday necessitated issuing new ones, 
and tliat fact hud retarded his statement, which 
would be made as soon as the new tickets coultf be 
obtained. Tho lioard then took a recess till twelve 
I.I., subject to tiie call of the President. 


During the day the Clearance Committee occupied 


the room of Ihe old open board and transacted their 
business wllh closed doors. 
Many persons sought

A few lingered 
la the room and occasionally started some new sen- 
sation with which to excite tue lookers on, bat as 
a general thing matters were exceedingly dull. 


THE SOON SESSION. 


At twelve o'clock the £Board wag again called to 


order, the members being summoned by the stock 
telegraph, aud rushing in pell mell through the 
various entrances. As soon as erder could be 
secured, Mr, Pisiiev, chairman of the Committee of 
Three appointed to investigate the affairs ol the 
Golu Exchange Bank, submitted the following:—

B4NK TO THE COMMITTEE 0V THE GOI,D BOARD. 
An ofllccr of the bank went into the Gold Kooai 
on the morning of Friday, the 21th inst., and sug- 
gested 10 a few that it would be impossible to clear 
tae transactions of tliat day on account of an 
attempted corner. Bat on consultation it was de- 
cided tlmt it was the duty of the bauk to make the 
attempt, even at some sacrifice. The bank assumed 
the clearing movement in Hie usual manner, ana 
received in payment of balance a very large amount 
of geld and currency. 
It was necessary to restore a large portion of 
those amounts to the oealcra or widespread disas- 
ter would hare follovred- 
To do this the bank was forced to depart from 
the ruie oi receiving all balances before paying any 
and went on paying dealers a portion of the bal- 
ance on their statements, reserving a safe margin 
where practicable, aud trusting to the dealers to 
make good any over paj'ment on the Ilnal settle- 
ment. This was the course pursued Trlday and 
Saturday. 
On Saiurtlav a committee was appointed at an 
informal meeting of dealers, to confer with the 
directors, who went into an investigation extending 
through Saturday and Sunday, on me plan to declare 
nine dealers lejected from the clearing, and assume 
tho rest as good—the only basis of settlement, they 
deemed practicable. 
The btrnk acted on this in paying dealers on lion- 
day 
Tha emergency of the settlement witn the 
clearing IIouso of the banks on Monday and Tues- 
day was passed bv, transferring to the committee of 
the Clearlne House a sufficient amount to secure 
the balance due by the bank. 
The bank has now at Its control (after settlement 
with the Clearing House of tue bank) not lar from 
tho amount of its capital and surplus with which to 
liquidate tlio dealers' statements as soon as it can 
be ascertained what Is due from the bank to the 
dealers and from the dealers to the bank. It Is the 
expectation tliat these results can be approximated 
to;day, and from all tlse evidence now accessible we 
beileve the bank to De solvent and able to pay all its 
debts. No complications exist at present, except 
on our dealers' statements. The bank has not failed 
or suspended, it haa paid all us obligations as 
stated. It paid Monday's obligations at the Clearing 
House In gold at nar, and on Tuesday Us $1,000,000 
In gold and say Sl.soo.ooo securities.

o'clock they stated their Inability to furnish it until 
ten o'clock thu morning, when It should be sent in. 
"It is now," «aid Mr. Cnambiosi, "ten minute* 
after two. We have heard nothing of them yet, and 
all our attempts to secure an Interview with Mr. 
Smith have Droved unavailing." Ho did not mean to 
be too hard, bnt ho did think that they did not now 
Intend to furnish a statement—and more, "never 
did." 


Mr. LEJOAND offered a resolution that the couimlttee 


be requested to make up a statement for Smith, 
Gouid, Martin & Co., from ttteir tickets received 
already from otuer nouses; but this resolution was 
referred to Uio committee by tho adoption of the 
following resolution, oilered by Mr. Grluneli:— 


Resolved, That this matter &e referred to the com- 
mittee of twenty, with the request that theyshould 
advise us what In their opinion is our best course 
to pursue to respect to Smith, Gould, Martin & Oo. 


The board tbcn took another recess, subject to 


the can of the president. The proceedings of thia 
ineetiog were attended with srreat confusion. Every 
allusion to Smith, Could, Martin & Co. elicited vehe- 
ment expressions of disapprobation, and bitter 
denunciations of the firm were uttered In all parts 
of tue Gold Kooai.

Resolved, That the members of the New York 
Stock Exchange deal in gold in tne Long Room until 
such time as the governing committee can perfect a 
plan for establishing a gold room under the govern- 
ment of this association. 


The Long Room, was called to order by one of the 


managers of the Stock Exchange, and Mr. Gray, of 
the firm of Gray, Prince & Co., made a statement 
.that he had just obtained an interview witn Mr. Ter- 
milye. of the Clearing House. Mr. Yermilye had in- 
formed him that the associated banks of New York 
would keep open daring the day until four, five or 
even six o'clock, if necessary, to accommodate the 
brokers and the business community and allay the 
excitement. 


This announcement was received with cheers, and 


a very encouraging recovery in railway securities 
followed. Afterward, however, an unsettled feeling 
prevailed, and the market was depressed quite low, 
Xew York central stock varying ten per cent be- 
tween the highest and lowest prices. After twelve 
o'clock there was an improvement in the market, 
occasioned by the announcement tnat the Treasury 
would take $3,000,000 of the bonds offered during 
the day, and the rumor that a farther purchase 
would take place to-day.

•ms BOULEVARDS. 
Fun descriptions of the new Boulevard have been 
published more than once in tne UEMALU, but a brief 
mention of what is being done on them under the 
direction of the Park Commissioners will not be out 
of place in this article. The Boulevard, or more 
properly Broadway, rims from Fifty-ninth street up, 
passing west of the Park along by che Lun-.uic 
Asylum, across Ifauhactanvllle valley turouijU Trin- 
ity Cemetery, thence turning west and going through 
tJe grounds o- the Deaf and Dumb Asylum, across a 
private demesne to Tubby Hoolc, and from thence 
intersecting Broadway, turning down by the IIar:eia 
river through the grounds at the High liridne. From 
tftence it sweeps through the late Madame Juiaei's 
property ana continues'out to Seventh avenue down 
to the north ena or the Park at Warrior's Gate. The 
Sixth avenue Boulevard commences at the Farmer's 
Gate and runs directly to Harlem river. These boule- 
vards are each 150 feet wide. The work or construc- 
tion is going on at a rapid rate, blasting, carting and 
all incidental operations bemgprosecuted wilh great 
vigor. They are to be planted with, shade trees at 
tne sides and firmly made with improved pave- 
ments. The Boulevard from Fifty-ninth, to seventr- 
iirst street, at the junction or Tenth avenue, will be 
completed Tor travel before the snow mils. More 
than 1,000 men are now engaged on the several 
boulevards named. A wide margin between the 
carriage ways oa either side, planted with trees, 
which is contemplated to the arrangement and now 
laid out for a considerable distance beyond the 
Part, will give the boulevards very much the appear- 
ance of those which ara at once the pride and orna- 
ment of Paris. The public may safely anticipate Teat 
and most beneficial results from the labors of the Park 
Commissioners on these highways this fail and the 
coming winter.

JRoocy in 
place or lir. Stroasr, also resigned.
